England must koop up her navv Sbo I 


liable to attack in every quarter ot the globe 
In case of wat, she could be assailed at flou 
Kong, or in Jamaica, or at Tlallfar, or at tb 
Cape of Good Hope. To protect hot colonies 
she must maintain tbelargeat navy of th 
world. Tbe expense of this vast establish 
ment is nearly sixty million dollars a j ear. 
more th«n the whole interest on the publl 
debt of this country. 


Much Interest is now felt In the subject o 


an Ameflc1" navy. Tbore bave alwai.-! btc 
two views as to tbe true policy for the Unltec 
States to pursue. For tbe most pirt tlios 
who Believe it unwise to expend ipuch money 
on tbl" depa'tment bavu carried their point. 


It is maintained that our interests are a 


borne, tbat we have few relations that t°ii 
to bring us Into war -with foreign poners 
and tbat even In case ot war tbe wise pollc 
would be one of defense. Those who hole 
this view say very truly that to engage in a 
effort to match the navies of tbe old world 
mast cost a prodigious sum of money. The) 
maintain tbat the principle of a standing 
army, nbd of a great pavy Is tbe same,: 
they are opposed equally to both. 


But It Is urged on the otber hand that whil 


tbe policy of the country is, nod is to be, 
peaceful one, Ills not certain tbat war can be 
avoided. No obe wUhes that the navy sbouli 
be so large that we shall be tempted to attaoj 
otber nations, but that Is a different thlni, 
from having one laige enough to deter othe 
nations from attacking us. 


Then, too. It is feared by some statesmen 


that we mayspou have certain interests tc 
protect in Ceottal America, which we caouo 
protect without a navy. Nor, it is said, Is the 
sole office of a navy to f»rryon hostilities 
bat *n increase in this branch of tbe set vice 
would be helpful in enlarging our merchant' 
shipping Interest Finally, if we are ever to 
have a »av>, ao better time for beginning to 
ueate It could be chosen than when the snr 
pins In the treasuiy Is large, as It Is now.
